His Royal Highness Prince Ed- 
ward, until two days ago King Ed. 
ward VIII of Great Britain and 
Ireland and the Dominions beyond 
the Seas, Emperor of India, Defender 
of the Faith, late Friday afternoon 
last, in a voice pleasing, and vibrant, 
yet without tremor, bade farewell to 
his people and at the same time 
pledged his abiding loyalty to his 
brother, King Geonge VI, and to the 
British Empire. 

Speaking from Windsor Castle, 
ancestral home of British sovereigns, 
Prince. Edward made his gesture 
magnificently and completely. He 
gave up his throne and kingly posi. 
tion for the woman he loved, and he 
told hia people his own story of tb.: 
last few fateful weeks in his own 
words. Speaking clearly, aimply and 
with fervor, he stated that he had 
mice his choice and told his people 
why. 

Following is the text of the former 
King’s address. 6 

“At long) last I am able to say a 
few wordy’ of my own. I have never 
wanted /to withhold anything bu: 
until new it has nct been constitu- 
tionalfy possible for me to speak. A 
few Hours ago I dischanged my last 
duty as King and Hmperor and now 
that I have ‘been succeeded by my 
brother, the Duke of York, my first 
word must be to declare my allegi- 
ance to him. This I do with all my 
heart. 

“You all know the reasons which 
have impelled me to renounce the 
throne, but I wart you to under- 
stand that in making up my mind I 
did not forget the country or the 
empire which as Prince of wales 
and lately as King. I have for 25 
years. tried to serve, but you must 
believe me when I tell you that T 


have found it impossible to carry the 


heavy burden of responsibility and 
to dischange my duties as King as 
I would wish to do without the help 
and support of the woman I love, 
and I want you to know that the 
decision that I have made has bee= 
mine and mine alone. This was & 
thing I ha@ to judge entirely for 
qgnyself. 

“The other persons, most chasely 
concerned, have tried to the last to 
persuade me to take a different 
course. 

‘} have made this most serious 
decision, of ‘my: | life only upon ‘the 
single thought of what would in the 


by the fore knowledge that my 
brother, with his long training in the 
public affairs of the country and 
with his fine qualities, will ‘be aible 
to take my place forthwith without 
interruption or injury to the life and 
progress cf the empire. And be has 
one blessing, enjoyed by so many of 
you and not bestowed on me, & 
happy home with his wife and chil- 
dren. 

“During these hard days I have 
been comforted by Her Majesty. my 
mother and by my family. The mix- 
isters of the crown and most par- 
tecularty Mr. Bakd@win, the prime 
minister, have always treated me 
with full considenation. 

‘There has never been any consti- 
tutional difference between me and 
them and between me and partia- 
ment. 

“Following ‘the constitutional tra- 
dition of my father I should have 
never allowed any such issue to rise. 
Ever since I was Prince of Wales 
and later on when I occupied the 
throne I have beem treated with the 
greatest kindmesg by all classes Of 
the people wherever I have Nved or 
journeyed throughout the empire. 
For that I am very grateful. I now 
quit altogether public affairs and I 
tay down my burden. 

“Tt may ‘be some time before 1 
return to my native land but I shall 
always follow the fortunes of the 
British race and empire with pro- 
found irterest and if at any time in 
the future I can be found of service 
to His Majesty in a private station 
I shall not fail. 

“And now we all have a new 
King. I wish him and you his pec 
ple happiness and prosperity with 
all my heart. 

“God bless you all. 

“God save the King.”

proclamation of King Edward's 
albdication and the accession € King 
George Vi, this beirg the * chogen 
official title of the new king and 
emperor. 

Mhis took place immediately fol- 
lowing the ceremonies in Old London, 
and speaking for the peoples of 
Canada ackowledged the new suve- 
reign and pledged their fealty.

Greetin'g : 

Whereas by an instrument of 
abdication, dated the 10th day of 
December instant, His tormer Ma- 
jesty King Edward the VIII did de- 
clare his irrevocable determination 
to renounce the throne for himself 
and his descendants, and the sua 
abdication has now taken place, 
whereby the imperial crown of Great 
Britain, Dreland and all other of His 
Fonmer Majesty's dominions is now 
solely and rightfully come to tthe 
high and mighiy -Prince Albert Frea- 
erick Arthur George, now Know ye 
that I, the said Right Honorable 
Baron Tweedsrauir of Elsfield, gov- 
ernor-general of Canaca as aforesaid, 
assisted by His Majesty's privy coun- 
cil for Canada, do now hereby with 
one voice and consent of tongue and 
heart publish and pnociaim that the 
high and mighty Prince Albert Fred- 
erick Arthur George is now become 
our enly lawful and rngntful liege 
lord George the VI by the Grace of 
God of Great Britain, Ireland and 
the, British dominions peyond the 
seas, king, defender of tne faith, 
emperor of India, to. wnom we ac- 
kmowledge all faith and constarit

Canadian Consent Given To. New Succession

Advice from London ( 


Eng.) on Thursday gave 


the news that the throne of the British Empire had 
become, vacant by the official abdication of King 
Edward. VHI. in favor of the next lawful successor, 
his brother H.R.H. the Duke of York. 

The announcement was made by Capt. Edward 
Algernon Fitzroy, speaker of the house of com- 
mons, which had been in special session for several 


days. 


Unofficially, it was stated there would be no al- 
teration in coronation plans or the May 12 date. 

Prime Minister Baldwin prefaced the announce- 
ment by telling the members he had ‘‘a message 
from His Majesty the King signed by his own 


hand.”

and the reagons, which have led me 
to take it. 

“IT will not enter now into my pri- 
vate feelings but I would beg that ic 
should ‘be remembered that the bur- 
den which constantly rests upon the 
shoulders of a sovereign is so heavy 
that it can only ‘be borne in cir- 
cumstances different from those in 
which I now find myself. 

“T conceive that 1 am not over- 
looking the duty that rests on me 
to place in the forefront public in- 


terest when I declare wat I om 
conscious that I can no longer dis- 


charge this heavy task with effici- 
ency or with satisfaction to myself. 

“I have accordingly this morning 
executed an instrument of abdica- 
tion in the terms following: 

“7, Edward VII, of Great Brntaw 
Ireland and the British dominions 
beyond the seas, King, and Emperor 
of India, do hereby declare my ir- 
revocable determination to renounce 
the throne for myself and for my 
descendants and my desire that

“In token whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand this tenth day of De 
cember, 1936, in the presence of 
witnesses whose signatures are sub- 
scribed. 

“Signed, Edward RI. 

“My execution of this instrument 
has been witnessed by my _ three 
brothers, Their Royal Highnesses the 
Duke of York, the Duke of Glouces_ 
ter, and the Duke of Kent 

“I deeply appreciate the spirit 
which has actuated the appeals 
which have been made to me to take 
a different decision and I have oe- 
fore reaching my final determination 
most fully pondered over them. 

“But my mind is made up. More- 
over, further delay cannot but be 
most injurious to the peoples whom 
I have tried to serve as Prince of 
Wales and as King and whose future 
happiness and prcsperity are the 
constant wish of my heart.

LONDON, Dec. 12—King Geonge 
VJ Saturday conferred upon Edward 
Windsor the title of His Royal High-

The provinces wanted wider taxa - 
tion powers to take care of the heavy 
burdens placed on them at conf ed_ 
eration. The Dominion has yielded 
none of its constitutional powers. 


The provinces wanted the income 
tax left to tnem; tney wanted tne 
Bank of Canada to make jong term 
advances to refinance provincial 
bonds, they wanted the Dominion to 
take a greater share of the unem- 
ployment relief. 

They received none of these con- 
cessions. 

On the other nana tne provinces 
themselves reached a deadlock over 
the Federal proposal to appoint 4 
royal commission to study the whole 
question of the economic and liuwan_ 
cial basis laid down at confederation.

INFLUENCES ON SIZE 
LITTERS 


OF 


The profit in hog raising comes 
from finishing large litters of 
thrifty pigs; but before large litters 


can be raised, they must first be 
farrowed. 

There are a number of facts 
which influence litter size; these 
include age, conditicn, type and 
breeding of the Sow, and the condi- 
tion and virility of the boar. 

Records at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, show that 


pa LS 


older sows average larger litters 
than gilts, and also, that the pigs 
from older sows are heavier at 
birth and produce quicker gains. 


Another fact worth remembering is 
that if gilts are continuously used, 
and sows over a year old are turned 
off to market each year, the size 
of litters and the size and strength 
of the progeny will gradually de 
crease with each successive genera- 
tion of young mothers from young 
mothers. 

Since the number of pigs farrowed 
is limited by the number of ova, or 
eggs, produced by the sow before 
conception, which in turn is to some 
extent influenced by the condition 
of the sow, it pays to feed the sow 
liberally for a few weeks before 
breeding, to get her in good condi- 
tion. This is particularly true in the 


case of sows that are run = down, 
just after weaning a litter 
It is umwise to give sows their 


meals in bed. As over-fat sows will 


not produce large litters of husky 
pigs. all the sows at Lacombe are 
ferced to take exercise by feeding 
at some djstance from the cabins. 
As a further measure to enforce 
exercise, the sows are fed by scat 


tering the grain over a fairly large 
area of ground

“patent” means “to make public.” 
In return for discioging the secret 
of his device or process so that 
anyone can use it, Uncle Sam gives 
the inventor the sole right to use 
it for seventeen years. After tnat 
it is public property. 

America is one of the few coun-| 
tries where the owner of a patent 
does not have to pay an annual 
tax on it. That is one of the rea- 
sons why they are the most inventive 
people in the world. The other 1s 
that they had to invent machines to 
do their work because they wanted 


more work done than’ there were 

men to do it. 

INVENTIONS the public 
In 1884 Henry L. Ellsworth, then 

Commissioner of Patents, in his 


annual report to Congress said that 
the Patent Office would soon be 
unnecessary, since there was noth- 
ing much left to invent! Just a few
